N these day s of shrieking 
automobile

Despite the noisy 
distractions of modern Iff* , man.

to affect his auditory equipment 
It has been found that a person 
of abnormally good 
hearing can

A public health act, which came into 
o peratio n here recently, gives lo cal au­ 
tho rities po wer to exercise their right 
to iso late co nsumptives co ntrary to 
the wishes o f the patient. 
Tho se suffering fro m co nsumptio n 
inay In- inker fro m their ho mes and de­ 
tained in a special ho spital. Fo rmerly 
such remo val was dependent o n the 
co nsent o f the sufferer. 
Sho uld the patient refuse fo go , ttie 
new net gives the lo cal autho rities the 
prero gative o f applying to a co urt fo r 
an o rder fo r his remo val. 
The autho rities have no w realized 
that co nsumptio n, next to earn er, takes 
the greatest to ll o f human life in this 
co untry, 
it lias been pro ved co nclu 
sively that the air in the neighbo rho o d 
o f an advanced case o f co nsumptio n is 
fainted with the minute bacilli, and 
that the disease can be carried in this 
way to healthy perso ns. 
Eminent physicians exto l the new 
act. They state that all do cto rs kno w 
the ho pelessness o f trying to dr» any 
thing fo r co nsumptives in ho mes where 
cro wded co nditio ns and the lack o f sun­ 
light and fresh air militate against re­ 
co very.
